Proposition to Dredge Channel 
from Where She Now Lies to Deep 
Water Is Being Considered—Re- 
peated Shocks Render Boilers Use- 
lese—Capt. Saunders Suffering.

HONOLULU, Aug. 21.—At noon to- 
day the condition of the stranded 
Steamship Manchuria was said to be 
worse. A proposition is now being 
considered to dredge a channel from 
where the Manchuria now lies to deep 
water. This is believed the only feas- 
ible plan, but it is doubtful whether 
the vessel will last long enough to 
carry it out. 

The stranded steamer is suffering 
greatly and the general opinion of 
those at the scene of the wreck is that 
the vessel is doomed. Four of her eight 
boilers have been rendered useless by 
repeated shocks against the reef, dam- 
aging their foundations. The port en- 
gine also is out of commission on ac- 
count of the breaking of its main pipe.

The villages of San Francisco and 
Limache have been totally destroyed, 
Including, the hospitals, churches and 
all the public buildings. 

People arriving here from Valparaiso 
estimate that 82 per cent. of the build- 
ings in the Terremote district have 
been destroyed by fire. 


Almendral suffered the most severely. 
“TOTALLY DESTROYED.” 
According to some of the reports 
Valparaiso may be said to have been 
totally destroyed, it being asserted 
that nearly all the houses which re- 
mained standing have been so shaken 

that they must be pulled down.

VIOLATED LAW. 

Restaurant-Saloon Waiter Con- 
victed of Selling Booze on Sunday. 
Man Fined fer Beating Woman. 
Coward Strikes Aged Man in Fit of 
Rage—Drunk’s Heavy Sentence. 


Having inquired into the cause of 


the collision’ at Twenty-fourth street 
and Maple avenue, Saturday morning, 
between Car No. 281, and a hose wag- 
on from Engine House No. 7, in which 
Lieut.

ECRUDESCENCE OF HEINE. 

The details of the borough system 
of municipal government suggested by 
the Consolidation Commission do not 
conform in every particular to the New 
York model, and therefore cannot be 
good in the of the fossilized New 
Yorker sent by Mr. Hearst as a 
missionary to the heathen of Los 
Angeles.

that idea out of his head. The truth is 
that nothing was further from The 
thought of those who proposed con- 
solidation than imitation of New York 
and the “Greater” city fad. The pur- 
poses of consolidation, as suggested 
for Los Angeles, are simplification of 
government and effective codperation 
in public enterprises, including the 
Owens River project and the establisb- 
ment of a free harbor Nobody con- 
cerned in the movement contemplates 
or has advocated ea “Greater Los An- 
geles,” yet the Hearst paper persists in 
applying that term to the county mer- 
ger and arguing on the assumption 
that aggrandizement of the city is the 
end sought. 

What is proposed is simply a con- 
solidation of governments that shal! 
constitute the city and county of Los 
Angeles. The area outlined by the 
commission is only about one-third 
the present area of the county. Yet 
the suggestion that a scheme of sim- 
plified government be applied to the 
Smaller ‘area sounds to Uncle Heine 
like “a joke on the vaudeville stage.“ 

The Hearst editor’s total misconcep- 
tion of the whole proposition is shown 
in his assumption that control of San 
Pedro harbor was the only objective 
of consolidation and his rancorous 
eriticiem of the commission for failure 
to accomplish out of hat annexation 
of the harbor city. To this absurd 
misstatement of the scope of the com- 
mission's work, Hearst's recrudescent 


| knocker adds the preposterous insinua- 


tion that the Consolidation Commis- 
sion is in conspiracy with railway cor- 
porations to perfect the Southern Pa- 
Cific’s monopoly of San Pedro harbor 
and deprive Los Angeles of the last 
vestige of opportunity to derive any 
public benefit from the government's 
improvement of the port. 

The Consolidation Commission's 
report is not a finality and is not 
offered as a solution of the problem of 
political amalgamation of municipal-| 
ities In Los Angeles county. It is pre- 
sented only as a basis for discussion, 
in response to the demand for some- 
thing definite to start from. The re- 
port will be discussed, criticized, pulled 
to pieces and perhaps so reconstructed

The 
sturdy resistance of employers to the 
unreasonable demands of union ban- 
dits is one of the strong factors of our 
industrial independence.

“No concessions to men with clubs 
in their hands” should be the watch- 
word of contractors, builders, and em- 
ployers generally, if the war in the 
building trades should be declared on 
September 1, as has been threatened.

Let 
employers of labor recognize the fact 
that “the concern of one is the concern 
of all,” and govern themselves accord- 
ingly.

And 
above all, let this pregnant fact be 
generally understood: The proposed 
strike is not so much for higher wages 
or for shorter hours as it is for closed 
shop conditions in Los Angeles. Its 


desire and a deliberate intention to 
shut and lock the door of employment 
in the face of non-union labor; a cold- 
blooded purpose on the part of union 
‘pirates to deprive other men of the 
right to work—which means, in the 
ultimate, the right to live. 

The citizens of Los Angeles are not 
prepared to accept this sort of pro- 
scription.

The open shop principle is eminently 
fair and just—just alike to unionist 
and to non-unionist, to employer and 
to employed.

VALPARAISO AND THE ACONCAGUA VALLEY. 


BY d. J. WEBSTER. 


Valparaiso—literally the Vale of 
Paradise—is the commercial capital of 
Chile, and the port for Santiago, the 
political capital. A Une ot railway, 
owned afid operated by the State, con- 
nects the twa, cities, a distance of 115 
miles. This railway traverses the fer- 
tile valley of the Acon ua—a verit- 
able vale of paradise. n excellent 
service of trains is maintained between 
the two cities. The coaches are built 
after the Ameri#in pattern, and the 
express traiz- contain r cars, buf- 
fet car and are up to date in every par- 
ticular. 

Vina del Mar, the first suburb out 
from Valparaiso, is inhabited chiefly 
by foreigners. English and German 
merchants have made Vina del Mar 
their own and have built handsome res- 
idences and laid out beautiful grounds. 
A race course, 
grounds are to be found there, as they 
are everywhere Englishmen have made 
their homes. As the train slows up in 
Vina del Mar station, nattily dressed 
English girls are seen laughing and 
chatting with beflanneled Englishmen, 
while a goodly proportion of fair se- 


fioritas, in the latest Parisian fashions; toda: 


parade up and down the platform along 
with tall-hatted Chilean gentiemen in 
immaculate suits of black.

Uranium Oxide Traces. 


TOMBSTONE (Ariz.) Aug. 7.—{To 
the Editor of The Times:! Will you 
kindly let me know the composition of 
the inclosed sample?

ANSWER: Two very small pieces of 
rock neatly wrapped and tagged rep- 
resents your sample as received by 
The Times. The percentage composition 
of the rock. will not be given. It is 
of diorite formation. One of the speci- 
mens shows plumose gypsum in the 
rock. Qualitative analysis results in 
traces of copper and autunite (uranium 
calcium phosphate.) Ores of uranium 
should be found in parts of Southern 
Arizona. From near “Silver Bell,” in 
your State autunite is obtained carry- 
ing a low per cent. of uranium, and 
resembling, at sight, ordinary ores of 
copper carrying mica. This Silver Bell 
autunite was determined by the Cali- 
fornia State Bureau of Mines, and this 
department of The Times, and pub- 
lished herein some months ago.

ANSWER: The White sample is a 
good grade of barite (heavy spar.) or 
native barium sulphate. It possesses 
a pearly, resinous and glimmering- 
silky luster, and is found in all colors, 
very often red and yellow. It is brit- 
tle; and 3 in the in the scale of hard- 
ness. rounded, massive or lamel- 
lar structure (yours is massive.) Or- 
thorhombic in .crystallization, and of 
columnar, pyramidal, tabular or acicu- 
lar habit. Fracture, sheéeily, fibrous, 
granular and earthy. In specific grav- 
ity, barite varies from 4.2 to 4.8; 
hence, its other name, “heavy spar.” 
Before the blowpipe it very often de- 
crépitates and fuses to a pearly white 
bead, colors the flame red, and gives 
off sulphur dioxide fumes. Barite is 
often present in the gangue of. silver- 
lead ores, and by reason of its density 
makes a separation of values by con- 
centration dlmceult. Fiuorite (fluor 
spar) is often associated with barite, 
and it would n-t be impossible for you 
to find the last named mineral with 
your barite. 

Barite is worth from $3.50 to $4 per 
ton f.0.b. cars, which, surely, would 
not p where a long haul is neces- 
sary. The mineral is largely used as a 
white pizment and some white-lead 
paints (7) are made up almost entirely 
with ofl, Arier and powdered barite. 
White lead of commerce is at times 
adulterated with barite, and very often 
the sugar we use is generously doped 
with barite by some of our generous 
trust donators and squeezers,. A a 
pigment barite forms a paint that 's 
superior to white lead, where gases 
and certain other fumes would change 
white lead to a blackish color.

a lot in Riverside, the richest commu- 
nity on earth. Then they explain 
how these lots are within the city 
limita, entitled to water for irrigation 
and domestic use from the city reser- 
‘voira, and above all they lay stress on

3,427,639 barrels. Last year the total 
production at home was 25,966,122 bar- 
reis. The tariff act of 1894 placed salt 
on the free list and the importations 


the following year. The tariff act of 
1897 returned salt to the dutiable list, 
and salt in bags, barrels or other pack- 
ages is now subject to a duty of 12 
cents a hundred pounds, or 33.6 cents 
a barrel. 

The chief salt-producing States are 
Michigan and New York. Statistics re- 
eently gathered by the government 
show that the combined output of 
these two States amounts to more than 
two-thirds of the total production ol 
the United States. 

No attempt has ever deen * to 


ascertain what per cent. of the salt 
consumed in the United States is used 
for culinary purposes. The annual out- 


put is largely consumed in the indus- 


tries of meat packing, fish curing, 
dairying and the like. The chlorination 
bt gold ores demands @ large quantity, 
and great quantities of salt in the 
form of brine are used in the manu- 
facture of soda ash, caustic soda and 
other salts. Salt is cheap. The average 
price for 1906 was a little over 23 cents 
a barrel. which is lower than that re- 
ported in any previous year. Dry salt, 
of course, brings a higher price than 
brine. The average price for dry salt 
last year was 31.51 cents a barrel.
